The Cabin Creek Mnrder. 

A gentleman who lives in the neighbor- 
hood where the Lyons-Crawlord homicide 
occurred, has written us the following 
partienlars of the unfortunate alTair: 
About as nearly as can be found out, the 
circumstances of tlie sliootini' of Pont 
Lyons, on CJabin Creek, Dec. 25th, by 
Humphrey Crawford, (nick-named "Col.") 
are as follows : 

Crawford and Lyons, with a small com- 
pany of persona, mostly young men, were 
enjoying Cliristmaa at the store of T. J. 
Tully. Lyons was intoxicated, and in con- 
sequence somewhat quarrelsome, thongh 
lie was so completely under the influence 
of drink that he couldn't assault, any one 
with much force, and he didn't seem to 
know much ot what he was doing. After 
assaulting and bruising somewhat a yonng 
man with whom he was alU^ether friend- 
ly, he attacked Crawford, declaring, it is 
said, that he should go home with a l)lack 
eye. Lyons and Crawford were not friend- 
ly towMds each other. They were taken 
apart and Lyons taken in charge by friends. 
But not long after Lyons attacked Craw- 
ford again, though he did him no serious 
harm, except that Lyons was heing 
pulled away, Crawford's clothing was torn, 
wherenpon Crawford quickly polled his 
pistol and shot Lyons back of the left ear, 
the hall passed through and lod^jvd against 
the inside of the skull in front. Crawford 
was quite close to Lyons when he fired. 
The wounded man fell bleeding freely, 
made no movement, was unconscious, and 
died in Mr. Tully's store iu one hour and 
three-quarters from the time of the shoot- 
ing. 

When Crawford had fired he stood still 
for e little while, and then wallced towards 

home, having thrown his pistol across the 
turnpike. A brother of the murdered 
man pickeil up the pistol and started after 
Crawford, but being intercepted, was pre- 
vented from killing hloL Crawford was 
arrested, having made no attempt to es- 
cape, and taken the next day before Es-, 
quire D. W. Fearis. While there some of 
Crawford's friends called Esq. Fearis aside, 
he not knowing their design, and then 
compelled Crawford to mount a horae and 
run. He has not been found yet. Search 
is being made. $100 reward is ofTered 
by Lyons' father for Crawford's arrest. 

Lyons was 21 yeen old ; Crawford 18. 
Both single. 

The terrible affair has cast a gloom over 
the entire community, not to speak of the 
misery and overwhelming grief brought 
to the families of the two men. So mucli 
for whisky and pistols.

ly used in addressing gentlemen and la- 
wes of larsrer growth. 

I drearatd that little boys and little 
girls were s tmetimes allowed to ask 
questions in which their parents were 
not particularly interested, and were 
answered with the same consideration 
mix would have been accorded, .tb^qi 
had {they been lh» most insuiliirftMa 
adult bores you ever heard of. 

I thought that parents never attempt- 
ed to deceive ihcir children, but always 
told them the truth without prevarica- 
tion or evasion. 

X thought that the adage, ''Children 
should be seen but not heard," iiad be- 
oome obsolete, and that when a child 
spoke h»; was listonod to with the same 
attention that wpuld have been be- 
stowed upon him were he twenty years 
older. 

I dreamed that because parents had 
forgotten how to whine aud scold, chil- 
dren had failed to iearo the arts of whin- 
Ing and angry articulation. 

1 thought that little girls were taught 
to run and rompi instead of bein<; al- 
lowed to sit still all day, and that keep- 
ing their clothing uusoiied and their 
muscles flaccid wae not tlM ulioto of 
their education. 

I thought that mot here cared more to 
Me their boys with ruddy cheeks than 
with clean bandit ^nd that lun<;s and 
limbs were considered as worthy of de- 
velopment as brains. 

I thou(>;ht that parents were as polite 
and kind in talking and de(hling; with 
their own chUdm as with the onuaran 
of others. 

I thought that children were more 
Ukt pleattant adults because of all, these 
trafiiformations, and the adultQ,'for a 
like reason, ret^ned more o| the fresh- 
ness and ingeRuousaetis of ohildhood.
